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PICTURE JUNGLE HUNTING, 


Getting Moving Pictures cf Tigers ts 
an Editing Business, 
Photographing the tiger in his na- 
tive jungle must be an exciting sport, 
judging from the accounts of Cherry 
Kearton, who has just returned to 
London sfter visiting India and Bor- 
neo. Mr. Kearton gives the following 
account of how he cinematographed u 

large tiger. 

“It took me twenty days hefore I 
could fin! the tiger, though tiger spoor 
was plentiful. The tiger I got had 
seized a bullock by the nose and had 
dragged him on all fours into dense 
jungle, forming a tunnel by doing go. 

“T went on my hands and knees 
along part of this tunnel, and found 
ese of the legs of the bullock newly 
eaten. 

“So I returned and arranged a drive 
with 400 men, cleared a space in the 
jungle fifteen yards wide where the 
tiger was to be driven, put up a thin 
leaf screen to hide me from the beast 
and waited on the ground—not up a 
tree—for him. 

“T had no firearms, but I had three 
spearmen lying on the ground beside 
me. Photographs taken from a tree 
would not give the true result. 

“T waited there for half an hour. 1 
knew that the tiger was approaching 
by the beaters, who were up trees, 
tapping like woodpeckers, The oth. 
ers were on the ground, making hid- 
eous sounds with every noisy thing 
they possessed 

‘The tiger came down the tunnel 
and out into the open, and I photo. 
graphed him. Directly he got half 
way ucross he gave vent to a number 
of most terrible coughs, 

“When he had gone the game rang. 
er, a native, who was on the ground 
beside me, got up and said, ‘That 
tiger is over eleven feet long, the 
biggest tiger I have ever seen.’ 

“The natives wanted to kill the_tig- 
er, since it was about to become a 
man eater; stealing village cattle is 
always the sign that that is going 
to happen, They could not understand 
why I only wanted to turn a handle at 
the animal. 

“Fifteen men, saying that they 
would be his next victims, got behind 
a bush with spears, and when the 
tiger was driven up to them three 


of the men rushed out with their | 


weapons, 

“The tiger leaped from the dense 
jungle, the man on the right and the 
man on the lett bolted, the man in the 
middle turned to emulate them, but 
fell on his face. 

“Upon him the tiger threw himself 
with his claws in his shoulder like a 
flash of lightning, and put his head 
down to the back of the man’s neck. 

“T, six to eight feet up a tree, shout- 
ed, thinking he was going to bite 
through the man’s spinal column. The 
beast looked up at me, gave another 
of his great coughs, growled savagely 
at me, and then jumped sideways 
and disappeared into the jungle.” 


Sunday Amusements Law. 
Sunday amusements in London are 


under the control of the London Coun. | 


ty Council, and hedged round with 
many restrictions. For instance, a 
Sunday entertainment must be in aid 
of some charity, and the whole of tha 
proceeds, less expenses, must go to 
the charity. 

Then the manager of the theatre or 
hall where the entertainment is given 
is not allowed to have anything to do 
with engaging the artistes or anyone 
employed in connection with the en- 
tertainment. The law says that all 
arrangements must be made by the 
officials of the charity concerned. 

Lastly, the London County Council 
expressly enacts that no pressure, di- 
rect or indirect, is put upon anyone 
to pertorm or work on Sunday. 

These provisions are designed to 
protect artistes and others, but it is 
a widespread grievance among mem-

Norway's Amazing Army 

One of the most fascinating military 
sights in the world is to watch 
Norwegian infantry, mounted on skis 
travelling and manoeuvring. Even 
with rifle and full marening-kit on his 
|back, a Norwegian soldier, when 
/equipped with his snowshoes, can tra- 
| vel at thirty miles an hour on a 
|slight grade, and even on ieve1 ground 
he can cover from fifteen to twenty 
miles an hour. The skis used by the 
| Norwegian soldier consist of sat pieces 
of wood 8 feet to 12 feet long, and 4% 
inches to 6 inches wide. The Norweg- 
jan infantryman is trained from cnitu- 


|hood in the used of skis, and his skill 


is such that he can guide in and out 
of trees witnout a crackle to betray 
is whereabouts, 

When marching orders are sounded 
tne leader swings out and keeps up a 
hot pace. Once in sight of a supposed 
enemy a pile of snow is quickly scoop- 
ed up, and ensconced behind this sim- 


ple but effective protection the ski 
man can take pot-shots at the foe. 
During some recent manoeuvres, in 


which 10,000 infantrymen participated 
the value of skis as an adjunct in war- 
fare was clearly auemonstrated. Over 
roads piled so high with, snow that 
cavalry would- have been unable to 
make any progress whatever, the in- 
fantry, mounted on skis, coveréd from 
twenty to thirty miles an hour without 
mishap of any kind. Of course, it 
would be practically impossible in 
most instances for the artillery, with 
their heavy guns, to follow the infan- 
try over the snowclad roads and pass- 
es, but for skirmishing and scouting 
ski-running soldiers are extremely val- 
uable.

New Finance Minister Presents a Clear snd Comprehensive | ing place of importance 


Statement of Dominion Finances--Canada’s 
Prosperous Era 


Ottawa.—Hon, W. T. White deliver. 
ed his first budget speech, presenting 
to the house a financial statement 
showing for the current fiscal year a 
magnificent curp.us of thirty-nine mil- 
lion dollars, The speech was one of 
the most lucid and comprehensive ex- 
positions of national finance ever giv- 
en in parliament. 

The budget contained no special 
features beyond the announcement of 
the surplus. There are to be no tariff 
changes and steel bounties are ‘not to 
be restored so far as the present ses- 
sion is concerned. The decision in 
this respect was reached by the gov- 
ernment after a great deal of very 
careful consideration,” in which no 

hase of the situation was over.ooked. 

tr, White stated that In view of le- 
gislation establishing a tariff commis- 
sion, which would collect data and 
report, it had been decided to make 
no tariff changes at present. 
* Requests for tariff changes had 
been made, but there appeared to be 
ee so urgent that it could not 
walt.

said the finance minister, “more than 
paid our way.” But for the “joker” 
in the Grand Trunk Pacific contract 
by which the company’s bond issue is 


to be “implemented” out of the feder- 
al exchequer, the capital expenditure 
for the year 1911-12 would have stop- 
ped at a total of $34,000,000. To this, 
however, must be added the first in- 
stallment of ten milions, which the 
country Must pay to the G.T.P, under 
the recent judgment of the judicial 
committee of the privy council. 

It works out to five millions and 
this amount, the minister explained 
was to be treated as railway subsid- 
{es have been treated in the past and 
charged to capital account. 

Despite the enormous expenditure 
entered upon by the Laurier govern- 
ment in connection with transconti- 
nental railway finances, the minister 
expressed bellef that increasing rev- 
enues would he sufficient to take care 
of the cost. The amount going into 
the railway this year is $22,600,000 
bringing the total up. to $118,000,000. 

To this it will probably be neces- 
sary to add another hundred mi lion 

Mr. White showed the house that 
favorable arrangements had been 
made in London in connection with 
the refunding loan of £56,000,000 sterl- 
ing required to replace the short term 
loan coming due in May. 

Another loan would fall due in Oc- 
tober, and would be provided for. 
There would then be only two loans 
to be met till 1930, 

The minister presented statistics of 
the growing trade and increasing im- 
migration. Dealing with the def :t 
of reciprocity, he declared that the 
verdict of the people had been given 
on national as well as economic 
grounds and that in the decision 
reached there was nothing in the na- 
ture of hostility to the United States.

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RED RIVER IMPROVEMENTS | 


Lieut..Col. Shunk Submits a Report 
te the United States Government 
Washington.—The war department 

eubmitted to congress the report of 
Lieut.Colonel Francis R. Shunk, of 
the proposed improvement of the Red 
River of the north, in which he-yeach- 
es conclusions unfavorable to the pro- 
ject, Col, Shunk contends that the 
construction of storage reservoirs in 
the vicinity of the Red River of the 
North, is not necessary or desirable 
in the Interests of navigation. He 
pointes out that the district drained by 
this stream is covered with a network 
of railroads which in some cases, offer 
better shipping facilities from the 
grain fields to the glevator centres 
than the water routes. In contlusion, 
he says: ‘ 

“No increase in the expenditure is 
‘warranted by present or prospective 
commerce on the Red River of the 
North.” 


INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENTS, 


61 Persons Killed and 178 Injured in 
February. 

Ottawa.—According to the record 
of industrial accidents kept by the 
Department of Labor 61 persons were 
killed and 178 injured during Febru- 
ary, 1912. This record compares very 
favorably with that of January, when 
86 workmen were killed and 214 in- 
jured. 

Compared with February, 1911, the 
record is still more favorable as 93 
were killed and 197 persons injured 
in that month. 

The worst disaster of the past 
month was the premature explosion 
of dynamite on construction work 
oear Fort Frances, Ont., on the line 
of the Canadian Northern, by which 
13 construction handr were killed and 
six others seriously injured.

| Duke of Connaught Receives Delega- 
: tion of Six Nation Indians. 
Ottawa.—His Royal Highness the 
| Duke of Connaught smoked the pipe 
of peace (calumet) with a delegation 
of Indians from the Six Nations re- 
serve at Brantford. Years ago the 
Duke was made a chief of the tribe. 

In his rep'y his Royal Highness said 
In part: 

“O, brother chiefs of the Six Na 
tions, I shall be glad one.day to visit 
you and to smoke the pipe of peace, 
though I fear that, of those chiefs 
who gat with me in*the council cham- 
pet 42 years ago, none are» now liv- 
ng.” ’ 

“When you return I> wish you to 
tell the other chiefs, the warriors and 
the people that Karah Kon Tye sends 
them his greetings and wished them 
an abundant harvest, health and hap- 
piness.” (Signed) “Arthur,” 


Situation at Canton, 

Hong Kong.—The situation at Can- 
ton is no better. Brigand chiefs are 
endeavoring to oust the local provin- 
cial government The situation is re- 
garded by consu'ar authorities here 
as most alarming. European mission- 
aries have been ordered to quit the 
territory at once, and all available 
river vessels are being pressed into 
service to bring refugees into this 
city. Several British boats are wait- 
ing at thelr pliers in Canton on ac- 
count of the danger of sudden trouble, 
ready to depart on instant notice. 
Gunboats stationed off Canton are 
cleared for action and the stokers are 
armed, Fighting at Canton began 
with an attack by the brigands sev- 
eral days ago and continued constant- 
ly ever since in various parts of the 
suburbs. 


NOT SAME PLATEAU 


80 Says Amundsen Regarding Shack- 
leton's Discovery. 

London.—The Times’ Sydney cor- 
respondent states that Amundsen 
denies that the King Haakon Plateau 
on which the South Pole is situated 
is the same as King Edward VII, 
Land, discovered and named by 
Shackleton. “Shackleton may have 
got to it, but that does not give him 
a right to name a territory which he 
never saw. The Haakon Plateau was 
traversed by my party on!y, and I am 
justified in naming it as I think fit.” 


University Chair For Amundsen 

Christiana.—A motion was present- 
ed in the storthing for the establish- 
ment of a chair for Ronald Amundsen 
in Christiana University. The mat- 
ter was referred to the budget com- 
mittee. The premier announced that 
the government would propose that a 
grant be made Amundsen to enable 
him to undertake an Arctic expedi- 
tion.

Avalanche May Overwhelm Town o' 
Frank, and Inhabitants Receive 
; Warning. 

Lethbridge, Alta—“To move or not 
to move.” 

That is the question that is occupy- 
in the 
minds of the residents in the coal 
town of Frank, 85 miles west of Leth-| 
bridge, cnd it is @ question for which 
they are having a hard time in try- 
ing to find the right answer. Given 
their own way, it is safe to say that 
not a single inhabitant of the p'ace 
would decide that it would be a wise 
thing to pack their household goods 
and abandon the homes they have 
built for themselvés during the past 
7 or 8 years. Other forces, however, 
are intervening, and for their own 
saftey, compel them to take whatever 
they can carry away and move to 
some spot where the danger {s not 
supposed to be hanging over them for 
24 hours out of every day. Once more 
the safety of the “insidious Turtle 
Mountain” has been brought to the 
fore and this time it is’ causing a 
flutter, not only {n the town of Frank, 
but throughout the country where the 
story of the 1903 disaster is stil re- 
membered, which will end only when 
the Dominion government steps in 
and makes some specific demand. 

Since last Friday morning more 
eyes have turned to the huge pile of 
rock overhanging; Frank than ever 
before. Baleful glances are cast at the 
monster and a.) because of the spec- 
Yal commission appointed by the gov- 
ernment to investigate the safety of 
the town from another slide has hand: 
ed in its report. That report {s none 
too cheering to the inhabitants of the 
little coal town, Not that any of 
them have been overcome with fright 
from the danger which 1s said to be 
impending. They treat the warning 
ot the commission’s report with a 
lightness born of a long residence at 
the foot of the. Turtle mountain. 

Thetr pessimism in reality !s rather 
one engendered by pecuniary consid- 
erations. The report says that the 
town is in danger from another slide, 
and ‘that they should therefore move 
immediately, but were they to follow 
this course, they would have to leave 
their homes and in many cases the 
result of their 8 years’ earnings be 
hind them, and that is where the shoe 
pinches. In the meantime they are 
patiently awaiting the government's 
order, Nothing will be done until 
some demand comes from authorities 
higher up. They refuse to act on 
their own initiative, for to them. Tur- 
tle mountain Is as safe as a church. 


ESTIMATES DISAPPOINTING 


Programme of Construction For Cur. 
rent Year—Depends on Other 
Powers. 

London.—The naval estimates for 
the current year.are disappointing, as 
there were expectations of a large re- 
duction. 

That the amount may be consider- 
ably exceeded is indicated by Mr. 
Churchill's statema@m: that the estim- 
ates were framed on the assumption 
that the existing programmes of the 
other naval powers would not be in- 
creased. In the event of such in- 
crease supplementary estimates 
would be necessary. 

The new construction includes four 
large armoured battleships, eight light 
armoured cruisers, twenty destroyers 
and a number of submarines, The 
personel will be increased by two 
thousand men. On April ist there 
will be under construction: ten bat- 
tleships, six cruisers, elght second- 
cass protected cruisers, 31 destroy- 
ers and 15 submarines. 


CATTLE EMBARGC IN U.S, LIFTED 


No Evidence Now of Foot And Mouth 
Disease in Great Gritain. 
Washington.—TRe embargo on cat- 
tle from Great Britain which are im- 
ported into the U. S., which has been 
prohibited for a year past, because of 


the foot and mouth disease, was iift- 
ed by Secretary of Agriculture Wil- 
son. 

No evidence of th> disease has been 
discovered in the British Isles for 
three months, Although there has 
been a decrease in the disease"in con- 
tinental Europe, none of these coun- 
tries are allowed to send cattle here. 
English authorities belleve that the 
epidemic, from which Great Britain 
has suffered during the past few 
years, has heen carried over in some 
way from the continent. 

Automobiles have been suggested as 
a possible means by which foot and 
mouth germs were Carried across the 
English Channel. 


Grain Act Defect 

Regina, Sask.—The Legislature ad- 
opted the resolution Introduced by A. 
H, Smith ¢Moosomin) protesting 
against the enactment of subsection 
E of clause 20 in the Grain Act am- 
endment bill which leaves to the.dis- 
cretion of the board of grain commis- 
sioners the variation of the provisions 
for car distribution. 

Before passing to the consideration 
of the redistribution bill Attorney- 
General Turgeon briefly explained the 
principles upon which the redistribu- 
tion had been based. Both popula- 
tion and area~ had been considered, 
and leaving out the cities the average 
population in each riding was 8,700, 

In reference to the representation 
of the three city constituencies he cit- 
ed “Vinnipeg, West Toronto and other 
cities to show that in cases of cities 
where the population was dense, the 
representation was net based upon 
population,

BREAKING UP OF THE COUNTRY 
18 FEARED 


There Appears to Be Little Hope of

The Manchu troops 
which remain a distinct body apart 
from the others, the Mongols, who io 
large bands are fighting the Chinese 
Garrisons in the north, Gen. Sheng 
Yun’s army composed largeiy of Mo- 
hammedans, and the province Yun- 
nan, an army of independents. 

General Shong Yun’s actual posi- 
tion is known, but acq@ording to a 
missionary letter recently received 
from Sian Fu, his folowers are decim- 
ating populations and wiping out 
whole districts. Consular reports 
from Yunnan state that the independ- 
ent army is in control of a part of 
their provinces, and up to the present 
time it has confined itself largely to 
outlawry. The diplomatic represen- 
tatives In Pekin are diplomatic be- 
cause of the apparent feebleness of 
the Chinese as administrators and 
disciplinarians. 


BOATS TO CARRY GRAIN

Duluth, Minn.—The car shortage 
has forced grain handlers to begin 
making contracts for lake shipment 
of Canadian grain stored here as soon 
as navigation begins. 


Two boats are chartered for first 
shipments and practically every boat 
at the head of the lakes, expect the 
Steel Corporation and Pickens-Mather 
hoats, will be chartered for grain car- 
rying by the time the season opens.

J, B. Seely Under Secretary for War, 
held up e sealed envelope, which con- 
tained, he said, information which 
any member could have under pledge 
of secrecy, as to how withiy @ few 
days an order for mobilization of 150,- 
000 men could be despatched abroad 
with ammunition and stores for three 
months. 

And, he added, in the opinion of 
the General Staff, when this expedi- 
tlonary force had left the country, 
taking into account the relative 
strength of the Navy and the sur- 
rounding circumstances, the country 
would be quite safe from invasion.

MAWSON’'S PARTY RETURNED 

Steamer “Aurora” With Antarctic Ex- 
pedition Reaches Hobart. . 

Hobart, Tasmania.—The “Aurora,” 
which cofiveyed Mawson's Antarctic 
expedition to the South, has returned 
to this port, Captain Davis, in charge 
of the vessel, states that Mawson’s 
party left MacQuarrie Island on 
Christmas Day, 1911, met with loose 
pack ice next day, and on January 3, 
barrier ice eighty feet high was en 
countered at latitude 65 degrees, 46 
minutes south, longitude 143 degrees, 
21 minutes east. 

By January 6 the Antartic Circle 
was reached and on January 19 the 
main party landed, the Aurora pro- 
ceeding westward along Adelie Land, 
reaching 66 degrees south in longi- 
tude 119 east on February 8, where 
another ice barrier was encountered 
near the most western point attained 
by the American expedition in 1840, 
under Captain Wilkes.

HIGHER POSTAL PAY 


Postmaster-General’s Increase Wage 
Bill Passes Second Reading 

Ottawa.—There will be some eight 
thousand happy post office eniployees 
in Canada as o result of the bill of 
Hon. L. P. Pelletier, which passed 
its second reading. The bill pro- 
vides for increases in salary to prac- 
tica'ly every employee in all city post 
offices. 

According te the provision of the 
bill increases in salary are granted 
$100 a year until $800 is reached and 
above that sum increase of $50 a year 
till $1800 is reached. Chief clerks and 
superinterdents get annual increases 
of $100 till $2,200 and $2,500 respec- 
tively are reached. The increases will 
be on the hasis of merit. This has 
been asked by the postal officials for 
years, having been just brought to 
the attention of Sir William Mulock. 

Mr, Pelletior states that the bill is 
made necessary by the fact that it ta 
Impossible to hold eniployes on pres- 
ent salary. : 


Urge Deepening of Welland Canal 

Ottawa, Ont.—The immediate deep- 
ening of the Welland Canal with sub- 
sequent deepenings of the St. Law- 
rence canal system, the need for the 
improvement of highways and the im- 
provement of the French River route 
(without, however, expressing any 
opinion as to the Georgian Bay canal 
project), were pressed upon the gov- 
ernment by the Ontario associated 
hoards of trade. A. W. Wright, of 
Toronto, presented the Welland Canal 
and St. Lawrence proposition, much 
along the same lines as has been 
done by other deputations, and was 
supported by C. T. Young, of Halley- 
bury, who yoiced New Ontario's de- 
sire for the development of the St. 
Lawrence waterways. 


King George Inventor. 

Berlin.—King George, of England, 
has taken out a patent, (according to 
the New York Wor!d correspondent) 
through the German Crown Prince, 
his cousin, for a coal saviag range, 
which His Majesty is said to have 
perfected during the long month of 
enforced idleness in the Highlands 
and elsewhere folowing his father's 
death. The crown prince, who has 
patented a pair of non-slipping sleeve 
links, proposed tha’ he take out a 
patent in Germany for King George, 
who originally, so it is sald, had no 
intention of going through with his 
idea. The range has two ovens and 
is so bullt that by pulling a lever the 
contents of one side, including the 
fire beneath, may be shifted across, 
thus saving time and coal,

Text sof the Lesson, Mark |i, 13-22. 
Memory Verses, 16, 17—Golden 
Text, Mark ii, 17~-Commentary Pre- 

pared by Rev. 0. M. Stearns. 


The call of Matthew, the first part 
of today’s lesson, is found in Matthew 
and Luke, as well as in Mark. But 
the rest of the lesson, including 
Matthew's entertainment, and the 
parables of the new and old c!oth and 
the new and old wine are found only 
in Mark and Luke, In all the acts 
and words of Jesus we must see God 
the Father, remembering such words 
as these: “I can of mine ownself do 
nothing.” “The Father who sent Me 
gave me a commandment, what I 
Should say and what I should speak.” 
“Fhe Father who dwelleth in me, He 
doeth the works” (John v, 30; xil, 
49; xiv, 10). His compassion upon 
the multitude and His readiness to 
teach them, no matter how weary He 
was, is our example that we may fol- 
low His steps in this as well as in 
jNurienecess and patience (1 Pet, 

+ 21). 

Matthew the publican (Matt. x, 3) 
or Levi, as he ig called by Mark and 
Luke, may have been turning to 
Christ in his heart, as probably Zac. 
cheus did, while continuing with 
doubt in his unpopular calling and 
longing to be done with it. We might 
infer this from the readiness with 
which he left all and rose up and fol- 
lowed Jesus. Many are still being 
called, but few are ready to follow so 
| promptly, Something of Matthew's 
gratitude because Jesus called him is 
seen in the great feast which he made 
for Jesus in his own house, inviting a 
great company of publicans and sin- 
hers thereto. To see Him eat with 
publicans and sinners was to the selt 
righteous Pharisees a great stumbling 
block, for it was their way to have nc 
fellowship with such nor any love for 
their souls, rather to pass by on the 
other side of the streot and to say, 
|"God, I thank Thee that I am not ae 
other men * * * or even as thie 
{ publican” (Luke xvill, 11). They 
never said anything more beautiful 
or true concerning Him than when 
they said, “This man receiveth sin- 
hers and cateth with them” (Luke 
xv, 2). The words of Jesus to them 
| at this time are both a parable and 
Its explanation, the parable being, 
“They that are whole have no need 
of the physician, hut they that are 
sick,” and His explanation of it, “I 
come not to call the righteous, but 
sinners, to repentance.” These 
words and those concerning the old 
and new cloth and wine are found 
a!so in Matt, ix, 10-17, and seemingly | 
|{n the same connection as here, but. 
according to the gospel harmony the 
record in Ma‘thew referred to a later

words are more than time or place, 
and we know that He did repeat some 
of Itis words—as, for example, the 
| Sermon on the Mount and the Sermon 
on the Plain {Matt, v to vil and Luke 
vi, 17-49), 

The righteous whom He did not 
come to call are spoken of in Luke 
xviil, 9, as “certain ones which trust 
ed in themselves that they were 
righteous and despised others.” We 
know that in the matter of true 
righteousness, as God sees it and de 
sires it, “there is none righteous—no 
not one.’ But thete are those who, 
“being ignorant of God's righteous- 
hess and going about to establish 
their own righteousness, do not sub- 
| mit themselves to the righteousness 
(of God” (Rom. fil, 10; x, 8). 

To associate the disciples of John 
and of the Pharisees seems like a 
very bad combine, but some of John's 
disciples were no doubt from the 
Pharisees and, like too many church 
folks of today, had not dropped their 
mere formalities. In Zech. vil we 
read that when the peop!e inquired of 
the Lord as to whether they should 
continue certain fasts or not He ask- 
ed them, “Did ye fast at all to Me, 
even to Me?” Then He told them 
what true fasting in His sight was 
Zech, vil, 4-10; Isa. lvili, 6-10), Note 
how He speaks of Himself as the 
Bridegroom and His disciples as the 
children of the bride chamber, no 
doubt looking onward to the marriage 
of the Lamb of Rev. xix. We might 
well ask: Where is now the fasting 
because of the Bridegroom’s absence? 
Where are those who long for His 
return, who rejoice greatly because 
of His voice, glad to decrease if only 
He may increase? (John ilt-29, 30.) 

There is much patchwork in the 
teaching of our day which is directly 
contrary to the teaching of our Lord 
concerning the necessity of w new 
birth, The o!d garment of our un- 
righteousness cannot be mended. It 
must be a new garment throughout, 
even the garment of Christ’s right- 
eousness which He has provided at 
such Infinite cost (II Cor. v, 21; Rom. 
x, 4). However unpopular the doc- 
trine may be, it is most plainly writ- 
ten that “the carnal mind is enmity 
against God, for it is not subject to 
the law of God, neither Indeed can 
be” {Rom. viii, 7), Not a shred of 
Adam and Eve's fig leaf aprons could 
be tolerated. The coats of skins were 
all sufficient. We must sing from the 
heart the words of Isa, Ixi, 10, The 
so call new thought or new theolo- 
| gy will not do, for it is not of God 
{and must therefore be from the ad- 
| versary, who flatterg man by telling 
him tHat he is all right and only 
needs some improvement, which he 
himse'f can easily accomplish,

Wing Dam for Irrigation 


In o-der that the water in the 
Bow river at the intuke of the Can- 
adian Pacific Irrigation and Colini- 
sation company’s canal may be 
raised ten feet above its present level. 
and thus a sufficient supply of water 
provided for the irrigation of the 
thousands of acres reached by the 
system throughout the western block 
of the company’s lands, it is pro- 
posed to build a big wing dam at a 
cost of thousands of dollars, The 
structure is to be situated at or just 
ubove the intake of the canal, a short 
distance beyond St. George’s Island 
and within the city limits of Cul- 
gary. vs 

As intimated in a press dispnteh 
from Ottawa, the C.P.T. & C. Co. 
has heen trying to persuade the gov- 
ernment to take over the western 
block, the irrigation system in 
which was completed recently, The 
company recently reported to the 
government that the work had been 
finished, and asked that a water 
license be granted. 

It is understool that difficulty in 
obtaining a sufficient supply of 
water under present conditions is 
anticipated by the company. The 
company’s agreement with those 
who have purchased irrigable lan’s 
in the block provides that they 


shall be supplied simultaneously as 
desired, Tt, however, is feared that 
the volume of water int gan be 
tuken from the Bow river at is pre- 
sent level at the intake would only 
suffice to irrigate the farms in the 
block in rotation., 

What effect the raising of the 
water in the Bow river to ten feet 
above its present level would have 
is hard-to estimate, but it is Leliev- 
ed that the fall_in the bed of the 
stream isso rapid that the water 


would not be raised avery gre & pepartment of P
